The  question  naturally  arises,  “w hat 
will  this  cost  ?”  I  have  reason  to 
think  that  the  Western  Union  Co. 
and  the  Telephone  Co.  would  allow 
the  use  of  their  poles  where  avail  Me, 
and  that  sixteen  hundred  dollars 
would  be  nearly,  if  not  quite  euoiigli 
to  put  the  system  into  operation. 
Repairs  would  probably  not  exceed 
$100  per  year. 

What  would  two  new  Hose  Compa¬ 
nies  cost  ?  Houses  $2,000  each,  hose 
carts  $100  each,  2,000  feet  of  hose  at 
eighty  cents  per  foot,  $1,600,  and 
maintenance,  $300  j»er  annum  each. 
The  annual  depreciation  in  the  value 
of  the  hose  would  1  m  double  o*  treble 
tbe  cost  of  repairs  to  the  electric 
alarm.
